Earlham  describes  itself  as  a  community.  It 
is  a  community  of  people  who  have  come 
together  to  interact  with  one  another.  Al- 
though Earlham  does  have  a  defined  purpose, 
this  purpose  is  not  always  readily  apparent. 
Interaction  can  occur  in  different  ways  de- 
pending on  how  one  wants  to  do  it.  The  rela- 
tionship between  a  professor  and  a  student  is 
not  always  an  academic  one.  Students  relate 
to  one  another  in  various  ways,  from  aca- 
demic to  romantic. 
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The  college  provides  numerous  opportuni- 
ties and,  as  a  community,  it  demands  that 
individuals  assume  new  and  sometimes  un- 
familiar roles.  In  these  new  roles,  one  learns 
to  communicate  with  one  another  in  new, 
different  and  often  frustrating  ways. 
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But  Earlham's  reason  for  existence  is  an  academic  one.  Stu- 
dents come  to  the  Earlham  community  to  learn  in  a  structured 
format.  Some  have  argued  that  Earlham  should  only  be  an 
academic  community,  but  the  majority  has  rejected  this  no- 
tion. As  an  academic  community,  the  community  acquires  and 
exchanges  bits  of  information  and  knowledge.  How  to  measure 
what  a  student  has  learned  has  not  been  answered  satisfac- 
torily. Earlham  still  has  a  grading  system;  one  which  it  has  had 
for  some  time.  Some  call  "High  Pass"  an  "A";  some  do  not  call 
it  anything;  while  for  others  there  is  no  difference  between  the 
two.  That  most  of  one's  learning  is  outside  the  formal  structure 
is  no  accident. 


While  a  community  demands  interaction, 
the  desire  to  be  alone  is  never  lost.  To  interact 
requires  that  one  can  also  be  alone  and  not 
interact.  An  outgrowth  of  Earlham  is  personal 
definition.  The  search  does  not  have  to  be 
limited  to  anyone  group  or  individual.  Many 
in  this  community  are  in  search  of  something. 
Some  know  what  they  seek,  but  not  how  to 
get  it;  others  do  not  know  what  they  are  seek- 
ing. Defining  one's  reason  for  being  is  more 
than  just  finding  a  good  job;  it  is  also  why  one 
exists.  If  the  community  knows  why  it  exists, 
it  has  not  always  helped  its  constituents  to 
reason  why  they  exist  and  what  they  must  do. 
If  the  community  does  know  why  it  exists,  it 
has  not  always  tolerated  those  who  differ  or 
who  pursue  their  goals  differently. 
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For  Earlham,  communicating  with  the  larger  world  is 
sometimes  easy.  To  the  outside  world,  Earlham  appears 
as  an  united  community.  Perhaps  unintentionally,  Earl- 
ham desires  to  appear  unified  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 
Interacting  with  the  outside — with  "reality" — can  be 
done  in  different  ways.  Political  campaigns,  visible 
demonstrations  or  violence  are  some  of  the  means  Earl- 
ham uses  to  distinguish  itself  from  its  immediate  environ, 
Richmond.  The  Earlham  concern  for  far-away  places  has 
led  to  indifference  about  Richmond.  Moreover,  Rich- 
mond is  often  suspicious  of  involment  by  Earlhamites  in 
town  affairs. 
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If  the  Earlham  community  can  com- 
municate with  the  outside,  it  cannot  al- 
ways do  so  with  itself.  Communication  is 
essential  for  a  community,  especially  an 
academic  one.  Earlham  is  a  community  on 
some  issues,  but  not  on  others.  It  is  a  com- 
munity when  appraising  students'  lives,  but 
not  when  evaluating  faculty  or  administra- 
tors. It  is  a  community  when  it  decides 
where  students  can  live,  but  it  does  not 
consider  where  faculty  or  administrators 
live.  The  framework  of  students'  lives — the 
buildings  in  which  they  live — can  be  al- 
tered without  their  being  consulted.  A  true 
community  professing  consensus  would 
have  all  of  its  members  voice  opinions 
equally.  The  profession  of  consensus  is  fol- 
lowed when  convenient  and  is  often  ab- 
surd. 
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Basically  when  we  speak  of  Nationalism  we  mean  simply  the  knowledge 
that  we  are  African  people  who  must  act  in  the  total  interest  of  all  Africans, 
despite  our  slavery  or  colonization  by  Europeans  or  dispersal  throughout  the 
countries  of  the  world.  Pan-Africanism  IS,  THUS,  THE  GLOBAL  EXPRES- 
SION OF  Black  Nationalism.  We  believe  our  destiny  as  free  people  can  only 
be  realized  as  politically,  economically  and  socially  self-determing  people 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  what  we  will  have  brought  to  power  is  what 
Nkrumah  and  Sekou  Toure  have  called  "The  African  Personality,"  i.e., 
African  culture.  By  culture  we  mean  simply  our  way  of  life,  AS  A  FREE 
PEOPLE.

Respect  and  value  grew  for  other  personalities,  even 
the  ones  whose  ideas  seemed  alien  to  mine.  By  living 
with  others,  day-to-day,  I  lost  some  of  my  fear  of  being 
vulnerable,  of  opening  up.  I  listened  to  others,  tried  to 
give  of  my  understanding — and  so  began  to  know  myself 
better. 
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But,  in  the  course  of  my  next  three  years  here,  will  this 
belonging,  which  now  is  important,  become  stifling? 
Much  of  my  growth  as  a  person  will  have  to  be  done 
alone,  or  in  the  company  of  a  few  people  who  are  par- 
ticularly close  to  me.  The  dormitory,  with  its  multiple 
assortment  of  people  and  ideas  is  essential  to  me  now, 
but  will  it  be  in  the  future? 

As  a  person  becomes  more  aware  of  who  he  is,  and 
where  he  wants  to  go  in  life,  he  often  finds  that  the  same 
environment  which  initially  gave  him  the  security  and 
basis  with  which  to  begin  his  development  now  is  a  hin- 
drance in  that  same  development.  Each  individual  must 
make  his  own  decision  on  where  and  how  he  can  be  a 
complete  person.
